It must be this appeal which has given only 
twenty-four ladies the courage to undertake and carry to 
completion the building of this home. 

What looked like such a vast undertaking was not 
so much after all, and by the end of another year, I hope 
we shall have it nearly, if not entirely paid for. 

Do we not all feel bigger, prouder and more satisfied 
with ourselves, to have accomplished this work. Though 
it has been a mighty task and very often we have grown 
weary wondering how we were to make ends meet, we have 
made them meet and we shall not be discouraged but 
keep climbing until the debt is raised. 

We could not have done this alone. Our friends have 
grown in numbers as the list of donations will show. I 
regret that I cannot gather them all in and thank them 
personally. 

The action taken by the board for each member to ob- 
tain ten monthly subscribers, pleased me very much. 

I have nothing but words of praise for the ladies. 
They have been called upon in every way. Not only time 
and money have been liberally dispensed, but their nerves 
have been severely tested, until I marvel at their patience. 

As for our Matron, I could fill pages with praises of 
her but will let this suffice; there is not her equal any- 
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where. A noteworthy fact is the improvement in our 
children in every respect. 

“The Woman who takes into her heart her own Child- 
ren may be avery ordinary Woman, but the Woman who 
takes into her heart the Children of others, she is one of 
God’s Mothers.” 

Now to thank our good friend Dr. Guy Manning. The 
physical standard of the children is proof of his watchful 
ness. We do thank him with all our hearts for working 
with us so long and faithfully. 

A word of thanks to our consulting physicians, Dr. 
James Ward and Dr. Boericke, also Dr. O. B. Burns, our 
dentist who illiminates pain as if by magic. 

Too much praise cannot be given to the young ladies 
of the Auxiliary. I shall not review what they have done 
to aid the Nursery this year, as it will be shown in their 
annual report. We sincerely thank them and know they 
are happier in viewing the results of their labors. 

We have our proof that it was indeed wise to become 
a member of the Needlework Guild of America. Six hun- 
dred and forty eight articles was our share of which the 
largest portion was furnished by the Nursery ladies. This 
year itshould be more, why not make it a thousand? No 
reason why if we commence now to collect the articles. 

On April 16th occured the sudden and sad death of 
our attorney Mr. Edgar F. Preston. Appropriate resolu- 
tions were adopted by the Managers of the Nursery and 
appear in our minutes. 

To Mr. E. C. Chapman, we are indebted for a great deal 
of time and care bestowed on the legal affairs of the 
Nursery. 

I regret that the limited space of this report will 
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not allow more extended mention of our many benefactors. 

Their kindly deeds have been done without thought of 
reward, but we wish to add the hope that their generosity 
may be returned to them ten fold.

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Secretary’s Report 


To the Board of Managers and Members of the 
S. F. Nursery for Homeless Children: 


HE year 1905 has been the most memorable in the 
history of the Nursery, bringing to us as it has, 


that which we have longed and worked for,—our 
new Home. This has been made possible by the generosity 
of our friends, and the work and energy bestowed upon the 
cause by the members of the Board. 

For this reason the year has been an unusually busy 
one, a greater number of benefits having been given. 
There was a benefit at the Majestic a ‘‘Rummage Sale” 
and finally the “Gift Sale’ held in November last. 

The removal to our Home in September gave us an 
opportunity soon after, to show the building to our friends 
and a reception was held on Oct. 26th., the number of visi- 
tors on that day being much greater that at any previous 
affair of a similar character. 

The number of children in the Nursery on Jan. Ist 
1905 was 59; during the year 30 were admitted, making 89 
cared for. Ofthis number 2 were adopted and 35 removed, 
leaving with us 52 on Jan. Ist. 1906. Ofthe number 47 
were half-orphans, 7 were orphans, and 3 were abandoned, 
the remainder being children whose parents by poverty or 
trouble were prevented from giving them the proper care, 
though there are several sent to us by the Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty and the Associated Charities. 

Kleven regular meetings have been held and six spe- 
cial meetings. The average attendance of the regular 
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meetings has been 12 and at the special meetings, 5. 

I need hardly speak of the faithfulness of our Presi- 
dent. We all know she has been in the chair at every 
meeting, and was ever ready at any moment to give her time 
and attention to the work. It is, as we are well aware, ow- 
ing to her watchfulness and to the spending of hours and 
days of her time when the building was going on that has 
given us the complete and perfect structure that we have. 

The faithfulness of our Treasurer and and Correspon- 
ding Secretary are also heartily appreciated. 

I thank the President and other ladies of the board 
for their kindness and support during my term of office 
and wish them all success and prosperity in the future.

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Report of Visiting Physician. 


To the Board of Managers ana Members of the 
S. FE. Nursery for Homeless Children: 


LADIES: 

. has always been a question with us as to what the 
condition of the children’s health might be in our 
new home, particularly us we were being transplanted 

from the warmer atmosphere of the Mission to the winds 
and fogs fresh from the Golden Gate. The past four 
months have given us a fairly good test, inasmuch as we 
have had weather at first extremely foggy, then windy, 
now cold and raw, so that while the rain and dampness 
have been lacking we at least have had an opportunity to 
compare as rough climate as we will probably find on the 
average. And the results have so far been satisfactory 
and compared favorably, and no more colds nor sore 
throats have developed than usual at this season of the 
year, while the air that is present in this location, in the 
mornings particularly, is so glorious and so exhilarating 
that it makes one glad that he is living and must surely 
add to the health of those under our charge. 

With a perfectly new building, large rooms, an abun- 
dance of sunshine on all sides, good ventilation, good 
heating facilities, splendid sewerage, perfect bathrooms 
and toilets it would seem strange if any severe ailments 
could exist, and yet as there may be in any family of a 
half-dozen no matter what the perfectness of the surround- 
ings, so there will probably be with us. 

The change of schools from a populous part of the city 
will also have a beneficial effect as undoubtedly most of 
our contagious diseases were brought to us from school, 
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and with this danger eliminated there is no reason why the 
health of the institution should not be further improved. 

We always endeavor to keep some record of the 
number of the prescriptions that are made, and yet it is 
often difficult from the fact that many of them are made 
by telephone for minor complaints. This year we find 
that they have amounted to something like 320, which is 
about the average. In the same length of time 50 visits 
have been made with about 50 more that have been made 
per telephone on days that I could not be present. Three 
days in April required two visits in twenty-four hours on 
account of the serious condition of one of the babies. 
January, March and April were particularly busy months 
as croup and other coughs even whooping cough, were 
prevalent. No other contagious diseases have existed 
except during the past few weeks, when a stubborn skin 
alfection, particularly among the ‘‘babies” has been 
causing us some annoyance. One or two cases of severe 
inflammation of the eyes has also been troublesome but at 
present with favorable symptoms of recovery. 

Most happy are we to feel that there have been no 
deaths, something that is always most sad for me to report 
as for you to realize. 

During the year there has been examined for admis- 
sion to the Nursery 31 children, ranging between the ages 
of 13 months and 11 years,—the average age being 54 years. 
Of this number there were 21 girls and 10 boys; three were 
cases for readmission, one of them being pronounced as 
already on the road to an untimely end, but who at present 
has every appearance of living many years. One of the 
above cases was taken only on probation as lacking in 
mental faculties and was, as suspected, soon found to be 
beyond the ability of the nurse to care for or control. Still 
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another case was refused on account of the child’s eyes, 
which required hospital attention. 

To my colleagues on the medical staff I bestow thanks 
not so much for what they have been called upon to do as 
for the fact that they stand in readiness at all times to aid 
me. To our dentist Dr. O. B. Burns much gratitude is due 
for his labor is usually hidden from view and yet goes a 
long ways towards preserving the health of the children. 

The matron, the nurses, even the cook, have always 
been willing to help me in every way and upon the first 
named particularly has fallen the care of sick children 
when others were found wanting and the close attention 
given by her has undoubtedly several times saved a little 
one from sickness if not something more serious. 

Your Board has always been most kind and I thank 
you most heartily. May you prosper as you deserve.

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By-Laws 





ARTICLE I. 
NAME 
The name of this Society shall be SAN FRANCISCO NURSERY FOR 
HOMELESS CHILDREN. 
ARTICLE II. 
OBJECTS 
The objects of this society shall be: To obtain and receive by 
gift, devise, barter or purchase, land and property in the City and 
County of San Francisco, in the state of California; to erect or lease 
buildings and furnish the same, tv be used, under the direction of 
the Board of Managers, for the purpose ofa Home for poor children 
under twelve years of age needing care and protection, and to re- 
ceive State Aid membership fees, and any donations, the same to be 
disbursed for the maintenance of said children. 


ARTICLE III. 
MEMBERSHIP 


SEcTIOoN 1. Any person making a single payment of fifty dol- 
lars to the funds of the Society shall bea life member. Any child 
under sixteen years of age, making a single paymeut of twenty- 
five dollars shall he a life member. Any person making a single 
payment of twenty dollars shall be an honorary member, and any 
person making an annual payment of five dollars shall be an an- 
nual member. 

Suc. 2. Any person who has materially aided the Nursery fin- 
ancially or otherwise, may, at the discretion of the Board, be elected 
an honorary member. 

Src. 3. A member of the Board of Managers who has rendered 
faithful service for twelve years may by vote of a majority become 
an honorary member, retaining the right to vote and a voice in the 
management of the institution. 


ARTICLE IV. 


TRUSTEES 


Srcrion I. The Trustees of this Society shall consist of a 
Board of five men, who shall be members of this Society, and shall 
be elected by the members of the Society at its annual meeting, and 
shall hold office until their successors are elected and qualified. 
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Src. 2. The Trustees of the Society shall exercise, conduct end 
control its corporate powers, business and property. It shall be 
their duty in ali important matters to consult with the Board of 
Managers as a whole or by committee. At each annual meeting 
they shall render to the Society a full report ofall property, real and 
personal, held in trust by them. 

Sec. 3. Vacanciesin the Board occuring between annual meet- 
ings may be filled by election by the remaining trustees. 

Src. 4. The Board of Trustees shall elect their own President, 
Vice-President, Secretary and Treasurer, at their first meeting after 
their election. 

Sue. 5. The President of the Board of Trustees shall preside at 
all meetings of the Board of Trustees. 

The Vice-President shall, in the absence of the President, per- 
form the duties of the President. The Secretary shall keep a record 
of the proceedinys of the Board and shall keep its accounts. 

Suc. 6. The Treasurer shall receive wud safely keep and ac- 
count for all money that may come into his hands from all sources. 
All money received by the Treasurer of the Board of Trustees for 
building or other specific purposes, shall be subject only to the joint 
order of the Board of Trustees and the Board of Managers. 


ARTICLE V. 
MANAGERS 


SECTION I. The Managers of this Society shall consist of a 
Board of twenty-four women who shall be members of this Society, 
who shall be elected by the members of the Society at its annual 
meeting and shall hold office until their successors are elected and 
qualified. If any member of the Board of Managers is absent three 
cons cutive meetings, except by reason of sickness or absence from 
home, her place may be déclared vacant. 

Ske. 2. Any vacancies in the Board which may occur between 
the annual meetings may be filled by presenting the name of the 
proposed members in writing-the same to be investigated by a com- 
mittee and voted upon at the following meeting. 

Sec. 3. In order to carry out the objects of the Society, the 
Board of Managers shall have power to devise and adopt measures to 
that end, and to make such contracts as may be necessary thereto, 
and to control such funds of the Society as may be necessary and 
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applicable for its current expenses. The Board shall make its own 
By-Laws and all rules and regulations necessary for the proper gov- 
ernment of the Honre. 

Sec. 4. The Board of Managers shall elect from its own number 
a President, three Vice-Presidents, one Recording Secretary, one 
Corresponding Secretary and a Treasurer. The Board may accept 
the voluntarily services of such visiting aud consulting physicians as 
it may deem proper for any necessary medical attendance, and who 
shall receive written notice of their appointment from the Record- 
ing Secretary. The President of the Board of Managers, or in her 
absence, the Vice-President, or, in case ail are absent, any member 
present, elected by the meeting, shall preside at all meetings, both 
of the Board of Managers and of the Society. The President, or in 
her absence, a Vice President, or any three members concurring, 
shall have the power to call a special meeting. At all meetings, 
either regular or special, five members of the Board of Managers 
shall constitute a quorum. The President may appoint such com- 
mittees as may be necessary. 

Suc. 5. The Recording Secretary shall keep a record of the 
proceedings of every meeting and make a monthly report of the 
same, aud shall also notify the Board of Managers of any of its reg- 
ular or special meetings. It shall be the duty of the Recording Sec- 
retary or some committee appointed for the purpose, to keep a 
correct record of all inmates admitted to the Nursery, the date of 
admission, their names and nationalities, those of the parents, and 
whether alive or deaa, and their last residence. 

SEc. 6. The Corresponding Secretary shall make written ac- 


knowledgement of all donations; and keep a list of the names of the 
donors.

Sec. 7. The Treasurer shall have charge of the funds, subject to 
the order of the Board; shall keep an accurate account of all receipts 
and expenditures, and shall report their amount at the monthly 
meetings, as also at the annual meetings of the Society. She shall 
also keep a list of the names of the members of the Society. 


ARTICLE VI. 


MEETINGS AND KLECTIONS. 
SECTION 1. The meetings of the Board of Managers shall be 
held on the first Tuesday of each month. The annual meetings of 
the Society shall be held on the Second Tuesday in January of each 
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year at which time the election of [rustees, Managers and Officers 
shall take place. All elections shall be by ballot, and all Trustees 
aud Managers shall be chosen to serve for one year, and until their 
successors ere elected and qualified. One Judge of election and two 
tellers shall be appointed by the President, the tellers to receive the 
ballots, the judge to count the votes in the presence of the tellers and 
the person receiving the majority of the votes to be declared elected. 
Ail members of the Society in good standing shall be entitled to vote 
at all meetings of the Society. 

SkEc. 2. Atall meetings of the Society a quorum shall consist of 
not less than eleven members present. 


SEc. 3. The Trustees, Managers and Officers shall be notified of 
their election by the Recording Secretary 

Sxc. 4. At least ten days’ notice of the annual meeting of the 
Society shall be given by publication in some daily newspaper in 
Sau Francisco, unless such meeting is held pursuant to adjourn- 
ment. 


Sec. 5. The nominating committee for the nomination of off- 
cers for the ensuing year shall consist of three members. 


SEc. 6. This committee shall be named from the floor at the 
December meeting, the members receiving the majority of votes to 
constitute the nominating committee.

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Report of the Secretary of the Auxiliary 


To the Board of Managers and Members of the 
S. F. Nursery for Homeless Children: 


HE girls of the Auxiliary feel very much encouraged 
in the work they have done in the twelve months 


past, all having taking an interest and shown keen 
enjoyment in doing for the Home and Children what they 
have done. 

Nine regular and two special meetings were held, in 
which time we have lost by resignation, five members, but 
have elected six new active and seven associate members, 
thus giving us a membership of thirty-three. 

Through our efforts the dining-room of the Mission St. 
home was provided with oil-cloth for the tables, and the 
present one with five tables, seventy-five chairs, eight pairs 
of curtains, table cloths, silence cloths, dishes, and linoleum 
for the dining-room and pantry floors. 

We have provided Nora Corignaut with a coat, two 
dresses, aprons, shoes, flannels, and a hat; and for George 
Newsham a complete outfit. Six aprons and six boys 
blouses were also made. 

Each month we have given Mrs. Hubbard money with 
which to purchase some little dainties for the children. 

In March, through the kindness of Mr. Lougee, we 
were enabled to take about thirty of the children to the 
Circus, and treat them to the regulation candy and pea- 
nuts, and on Easter the children had an “egg hunt” for 
which we purchased twelve dozen eggs. 

In May, Mr. Chapman very kindly put at the disposal 
of the Auxiliary, a private car, in which fifty of the children 
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were taken to Ocean View on a picnic. 

December twenty-seventh saw the first Christmas tree 
festival in the new home. The tree was placed in the girls 
play room and after the children sang their carol, Santa 
Claus arrived with presents for all, the girls each receiving 
a doll and the boys getting what they liked best. After- 
wards they had ice-cream and cake and bags ofcandy. On 
the same afternoon the Auxiliary girls held an informal 
“‘at Home” to their friends. 

Our appeals, this year, were most generously respond- 
ed to and we wish to thank our worthy Board and kind 
friends for their kind assistance. Hoping that our work 
next year will be as encouraging as that of the last.

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BY-LAWS OF THE AUXILIARY 


OF THE 
Board of Managers of the San Francisco Nursery for 


Homeless Children. 


ARTICLE I. 
NAME 


SECTION 1. This Society shall be known as ‘‘The Auxiliary to 
the Board of Managers of the San Francisco Nursery for Homeless 
Children.”’ 

OBJECTS 

Sec. 2. Toassist the Managers to care and provide for the 
children. 

MEMBERSHIP 

SEc. 3. The payment of twenty-five cents per month dues shall 
constitute either active or associate membership. 


ARTICLE II. 
MEETINGS 


SECTION 1, Business meetings shall be held on the second Tues- 
day afternoon of each month, at a place decided by the members. 
The Secretary shall send notice of all business meetings to each 
member. 

Sec. 2. Special meetings may be called by the President or at 
the request of any three members of the Auxiliary, notice of which 
shall be sent to every member. Four shall constitute a quorum of 
membership of twenty or less. 

ARTICLE III. 
DUES. 

SECTION 1. Dues shall be twenty-five cents monthly for both 

active and associate members. 


Sgc. 2. The Auxiliary may by majority elect honorary 
members. 


ARTICLE IV. 
OFFICERS. 


SEcTION 1. The Officers of the Auxiliary shall be President, 
Vice-President, Secretary and Treasurer. 
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SEc. 2. The officers shall be elected annually on the first meet- 
ing in January. 

A Special election to fill a vacancy in office may be held at any 
regular business meeting, due notice of the same being given by 
postal to all regular members. 

Sec. 3. A majority vote by ballot of those present shall be 
necessary toelect. The Secretary must notify all members of the 
time and place of election. 


ARTICLE V. 
DUTIES OF OFFICERS. 


SECTION 1. The President shall preside at all meetings of the 
Auxiliary and shall appoint committees, 

In the absence of the President, the Vice-President shall preside 
and in the absence of both President and Vice-President, a President 
pro tem sha'l be elected. 

Src. 2. The lreasurer shall receive all money due the Auxiliary 
receipt for same and pay all bills against the Auxiliary, after the 
same have been approved and report to the Secretary the amount of 
receipts and disbursements. She shall make an itemized report 
monthly to the Auxiliary of all receipts and disbursements. 

Src. 3. The Secretary shall keep the records and attend to the 
correspondence of the Auxiliary. She shall embody in her records 
the name of the member making or seconding a motion, also the 
amount of money received or distributed by the Treasurer. 


ARTICLE VI. 
COMMITTEES. 


SECTION 1. The President shall appoint an Auditing Com- 
mittee of three whose duty it shall be to examine bills and audit 
them, and also report. 

The President shall also appoint any committee for special 
duties that may become necessary. 


ARTICLE VII. 


SECTION 1. Any part of these By-Laws may be suspended by 
the unaminous vote of those present at a business meeting.
